NO. V —INTRODUCTION. 
Wc have urged with insistence, with 
itteration and re iteration, the necessity 
and value of tbe "Historic Study of the 
Bible ." 

The study of the Bible, according to the 
exegetical method, the interpretatio 
its contents, the theological demand for 
obedience to its letter, makes the I 
causatlvely responsible for the warty 
excresences we denominate Sectarianism 
upon our present day religious civiliza 
tion. The wonderful exegetical feats 
coupled with the paste-pot collection of 
proof texts, may be charged in open court 
as in tbe main responsible for such 
crudities as transubstantiation on thrc 
the list to baptismal regeneration and 
modern sanctiflcation. 

' the 143 Protestant denominati 
everyone finds the reason for its existence 
in the herculean feat of some visionary 
axegcte. Some one who has been vested 
a little authority, in order to the 
> effectually perpetuate that au- 
thority, conceives and brings forth such a 
document as the "Pastoral Letter of the 
House of Bishops to the Clergy and 
Laity. A D. 1891." If any one takes com 
fort la believing that the moon is msdeof 
irreen cheese. I will be the last one to 
Object, unless it is urged and insisted this 
is the teaching of Jesus.

From the Sectarian use that has been 
made of the 81 Epistles, in butrcssing 
what is a menace to progress.it would have 
been far better for Christianity had they 
never been known beyond those to whom 
they were written. Their survival is the 
oft repeated story of abuse. The abuse 
or a thing is the use of it for a purpose 
and in a way never intended by the writer 
Paul in First Corinthians, vii, decli 
three things that he but expresses his 
opinion, his judgment, and that the Lord 
bad nothing to do with it: and yet after 
1800 years men declare they know more 
about Paul's inspiration than Paul did 
himself, by saying every word he uttered 
is inspired. Such an use of Paul 
abuse— no proper ubc 
Question twenty ninth -Of what date is 

the last written of the Old Testament? 

ot far from 17U B C. A few frag 
inents date back to perhaps K)00 B. C , 
but the oldest complete book to not more 
than 800 B C. therefore the Hebrew 
writings contained in our Bible Old 
Testament books arc of no great an 
tiqulty B. C. 

Question thirtieth— How did the Hebrews 
regard these books? 
They came to look upon them as in 
)ired of God and an infallible revelation 
from Him Has this conclusion which 
hey reached any higher warrant than 
their own Judgment? 
It lifts tbe matter no whit higher than 
heir opinion, that tbey say. "and tbe 
Lord said." because false teachers and 



Apoehrypba. and which are not in 
our Bible, because tbe Jewish Nat'on 
waa acattercd betore they had become of 
aufflclent age to be regarded as aacred. 
It took lime to work out the element of 
sacredncss or holiness, and it has taken 
time to develop the element of authority 
Question thirty two— Are any of these 
books not included in the Old Testa 
mcnt as good as some Included In It? 
Yea; judging from the contents a few 
of them are better in their moral and 
spiritual teaching than some that are 
included in the Bible Notably "Ecclesi 
asticus and the Wisdom of Solomon." 
Queation thirty three— Into what periods 
may the Bible be divided as contain 
ing a history of the Hebrew peoples? 
First, so as to exclude all artificial and 
arbitrary divisions, and to include only 
natural and normal divisions, into the 
beginning or formative period. 

This period extends from the earliest 
records to the end or the ninth century 
B< C. Within this period we have the 
quite primitive family, which passes on 
by a confederation of families Into the 
tribe, and by a still more complex tribal- 
confederation into tribes, which ia the 
first incipient stop toward tbe govern 
mental idea It Is also within this period 
that we come face to face with the work- 
ings ot the religious consciousness. They 
discard at times, and for a season, the 
various Uods of the surrounding peoples, 
and adopt Javoah or Jehovah as their 
National God. as be had been their tribal 
God. They were yet very far from pure 
Moi o hcism; therefore there should be 
little or no surprise in finding them join 
ing in tbe worship of other Gods. The 
Hebrews, durinn tbiB period, established 
a Priesthood and builded a Temple, 
they set up a Monarchy, but divided into 
the Northern Kingdom of Israel and tbe 
Southern Kingdom of Judah. No entire 
book of the Bible comes from this period 
though fragments of several doubtless do 
There is a curious tendency in the 
world, which at times baffles description, 
namely, that the farther back toward 
beginnings we eo, the nearer we get to 
God. A moment s thought, Just the re 
is seen to be the reality. The 
one gets to the beginning of 



in them abarp and unsparing critica." 
For their intereat in the right and their 
rebukes of those high in authority I hey 
were compelled to live lonely lives, aad 
not a few died violent deaths John 
Stewart Mill designates them. Pcrawaa 
eminent in genius and moral feeling." 

We come next to the third period— that 
of the Exile. This extenda from the fall 
of Jerusalem. 587 B. C. to tbe return #f 
tbe exiles. 536 B C, a period of 01 yean. 
This is a culmination of a series of dieae 
ters. Babylonia has laid her heavy band 
on this proud people. They have paaaad 
into b cloud; their creative spirit ia goat; 
prophecy only in a degenerated form has 
disappeared, and tbey hang their harp an 
the willows, refusing to sing in a strange 
land, when they remember Zion. The 
Exile gives us sucb books as Jeremiah, 
Ezeklcl. Obadiab. Second Iaaiab, Lamea 
tations. Judgea. Rutb. Samuel and Kinga. 

Third, the third period, the Priestly.ea- 
tends from the return from Babylonia, 
530 B. C. to 300 B 0. It waa during tela 
period that tbe last Old Testament books 
were written. Tbey rebuild the temple 
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and the nearer to hatred, selfishness, to 
tyranny, injustice, unrighteousness, and 
the rurthcr from love. There never wai 
a time when there was a thousandth part 
of the truth concerning God and his 
universe as there is to be known in this 
century. The farther back we go down 
the ages towards tho beginning, the 
farther we go from justice, righteousness 
love, tenderness, help and truth, and the 
nearer we get to ignorance, aatoallani 
and harlmrism of every kind . The period 
ivc are now studying is a standing warn 
ng, not to go back to find God. What 
hey found of God, during this period, is 
low of little value to the world, but what 
his people were during this period, in 
heir heroic search, is of incalculable 

Let me give you a moder* illustration 
if the backward look. Professor W. Q 
T. Shcdd was a famous Presbyterian 
Doctor of Divinity, who has recently 
died. He was noted all his life for his 
old time views and for tbe antiquity ot 
bis ideas— a fossil of the past that had 
e down as drift to our time. He was 
pleling a book about the time of his 
death: a friend called upon him and they 
talKcd over the book, when the Doctor 
—and note the place of emphasis.— 
s book is good, good, good, all 
through. There is not a modern 
thing In it." That was his idea of a 
'good book," a-going back to tbe an- 
tiquities. His work, to bind the "dog- 
matics" of the past on tho living present, 
s idle and futile as for the Pope to is 
bulls against comets. It guarantees 
for his hook a shy reading; and its liter 
ary death dates from the day of its publi 



and most spectacular aettings. The 
Priest becomes Hie great religious func 
tionary and lays his lithing hand to bar 
densomcness upon the people. 

There ie a brief shining interval under 
the Maccabees, otberwiae the Hebrewa 
wear successively tbe yoke of Persia, 
Greece. Syria. Egypt and Rome. The 
popular religion of this period was a com- 
posite of heathenisms and Hebrew cere- 



formula. It was a "formula of alt 
prophelism " Therefore to gather all 
and the Lord said,'' "the word of 
the Lord came to,"— and there are several 
acore of them— and paste them on one 
theological bill board would not be tbe 
slightest proof of inspiration in its proper 
Ing. 

Question thirty one— Were these booka 
the only Jewish writings; if there 
are others, why' arc tbey not in the 
Bible. 

No; there are several other books yet 
extant and many others to which literary 
reference ia made which have been 
The fourteen which have been 
preserved, and which are called 



Second, immediately following 
formative period is the prophetic period 
which exteuds as near as we can caicu 
late from the end of tbe ninth century 
B. C. to the beginning of the sixth cen 
tury B. C. 

This to the Hebrew Nation is a period 
of disturbances and of National disaster 
It has been styled by some writers, re 
ligiously, the "Golden age of Hebrew 
History." 

It would lead us too far into details to 
enter into the discussion of the 
s of their disaster. Suffice to say 
they were natural and not supernatural 
interferences, although then and c 
interpreted aa direct Divine interfe 
But then physical disturbances, sucb as 
earthquakes, storms, and all kindred phe 
na, were given alike interpretation, 
a Divine interference All sucb interpre- 
tations are at once to be rejectod, as fur- 
nishing an adequate explanation The 
fact that sucb an interpretation is found 
in the Bible does not guarantee it to us 
aa the truth or reality. If so, it presents 
to ua the anomaly of Deity being on all 
aides uf many questions II proves too 
much, and as proor or causes, is worth- 
leaa. 

From this period, according to con 

irvative scholarship, there comes tho 
prophecies ot Amos. Hosca, Isaiah, to 
fortieth chapter, Micab. Nabum. Zcphc 
niab. Habakkuk. probably Deuteronomy, 
many of the lyrical Psalms and a part of 
Proverbs. 

It would be both Instinctive and in 
tensely interesting to study the relation 
of these propheta to tbe Hehrow Nation 
Butas 'brevlty is the soul or wit 'we must 
be content with a bare statement or two. 
They were in no sense foretellers, prog 
noatlcators, but preachers of righteous 
nana. Washington Gladden says "No ... 
auch preachers of politics ever existed aa ' of the Directora. 



Tbe people continued to worship the 
power that all felt and owned under 
many forms The worship of Jehovah 
bad special honor aa the state religion . 
Idolatry was not the exception but the 
rule. "The symbolism of tbe Jerusalem 
Temple was throughout idolatroaa. 
Twelve oxen upholding the laver and the 
horns of the altar, symbols drawn from 
the prevalent bull worship; thechamantm 
or sun imnges. representing tbe raye of 
tbe aun in tbe shape of a cone, and the 
chariots and horses of the sun, a very 
ancient symbol familiar to us in Guida'a 
Aurora," says R U. Newton. 

This period gives us, it is thought, the 
following books, the Pentatuch, in its 
final form, thronlclea. Joel, Eather. Dan 
iel. Psalms. Prjverbs.-in part— Eccleai 
astes and Songs of Solomon. 

Fourth, tbe Interval Period— This ex 
teodl from ISO B C. to A. D., and ia 
lought by many to be a period of little 
iportance This is a serious mistake, 
i il the great schools of learning were 
itabliahed. oat of the labors or which 
grew the Talmud, equal to a © 
upon the ancient traditions, 
the ancient traditions about as 
theology does to tbe gospel tradition. 

Palestine." in the lantuagcof a modern 
author, was seething with religious and 
political ferment and thought as never 
before Messianic and apocalyptic ideas 
were abroad A great "xpectancy Oiled 
the mind Judaism was in travail with 
the coming Piophei." Tbe old I 
several hundred years before had r< 
their full flowei ; this flower had seeded 
down, and from it will come, in the full 
time of natural development, one who ia 
greater than all of them— the "Rose of 
Sharon." the "Lilly of the Valley." 

Tbe flowers of humanity are thoae 
that come to their bloom only after centu- 
ries or waiting, and watching, and hoping, 
and aspirin«. These again seed down, 
and from them come larger and better 
things The world truly Cbriatianined— 
tho end towards which all divine a 
—is a far greater m 
than any and all exaggerated praise 
of the ideal man. Look, expect and work 
larger things, for in "the fulness of 
time" tbey come. 

The above sentiment may be a bomb- 
shell in the ranks of petrified conserva- 
tism and the settled apathy of ignorance.
